by illness. Colonel Robinson then read 
a letter from the Mayor, in which he re­ 
ferred to the excellent gocd will wbicn 
existed between the public and the rail­ 
way company. A pleasant letter from 
H. Z. Osborne was also read. Colonel 
Robinson then called upon Mr. Joseph 
D. Lynch. 
Mr. Lynch said that it was the first 
time that an opportunity had been 
afforded him to express personally to 
Mr. Robinson his appreciation of the 
efficient manner in which the Superin­ 
tendent had carried out the duties of his 
office. 
“ We had before,” said he, 
“ m any things that we were accustomed 
to set great store by—oar orange groves, 
oar climate and our hills, which we were 
wont to regard as somewhat nobler and 
higher than those on which the city of 
Rome was built. 
But we still lacked 
that highest touch of civilization—a cable 
railway system, which it remained for 
Colonel Robinson and his co-workers to 
establish among us. Not only in the 
work of construction did the men en­ 
gaged in the enterprise find themselves 
encompassed by difficulties, but after it 
was completed they had to contend with 
the forces of nature under difficulties 
which would have discouraged ¿any ex­ 
cept men of the strongest mold. I t gives 
me pleasure to say that in this work 
Colonel Robinson had associated with 
him a corps of men nnequaled for pluck, 
sagacity, and mechanical skill. I eee 
here at the table the man who swam a 
distance of sixty feet in a long, dark con­ 
duit, filled 
with a turgid stream of 
muddy water, 
to plug up the hole 
wheie it flowed in, in order that he 
might, if possible, save the company’s 
machinery from being ruined. 
Then 
from the end of the conduit he swam 
back without taking breath, and was 
lifted from the water insensible. 
Such 
deeds are worthy of being celebrated 
in 
song 
and story.

con­ 
gratulate Colonel Robinson on the fact 
that he has joined with him in this 
enterprise a body of men who for courage, 
energy, and devotion to duty cannot be 
surpaseed in the United States.”

Mr. Robinson then proposed as a toast 
the name of 0. B. Holmes, of Chicago, 
the President of the road, saying as he 
did so: 
“ Let us always rem em ber that 
we are followers of the most distinguished 
cable railway manager in the world, and 
that what we do merely reflects w hat he 
has done for this city.” 
Judge Hubbell was then called upon 
and replied with & few appropriate re­ 
marks, recounting the early efforts to in­ 
augurate a cable system, and describing 
thu superb business qualities of President 
Holmes, who he said had sent $8,000.000 
of capital out of Chicago for the construc­ 
tion of numerous cable systems.

Akin followed in a short speech in which 
he introduced W. A. Seymour, whose

BOARD OF KBWCATION. 


R o u tin e B uelneae T ran sacted , a t 
L a s t NlghU a M eetin g .g 
The Board of Education met in regular 
session last night in the City Hall, Presi­ 
dent A. E. Pomeroy in the chair and 
Messrs. Cox, Ellis, Frew, Goiper, Pow­ 
ers, Woodbury and Whaling present. 
The m inntes of the last meeting were 
read and approved. 
A communication was received from 
about 100 residents of the Eighth ward, 
asking that an eight-room building be 
erected on the new site on Magdalena 
avenue and Bloom street, there being no 
more advanced grades in the district 
than the fifth. The m atter was referred 
to the Building Committee. 
Applications for positions as janitors 
were received from Mrs. I. Schubert. 
Mrs. H. W. Selling, J. J. Ireland and 
H. B. Cotton, all of which were referred 
to the Janitors’ Committee. 
A communication wan received from 
I. G. Brown relative to the founding of a 
laboratory for the use of the chem istry 
claseea of the new High School. 
The 
m atter was referred to a joint committee 
of the Building and Supplies Commit­ 
tees. 
Superintendent of Schools Friesner re­ 
ported that in the m atter of vaccinating 
school children, he had conferred w ith 
H ealth Officer McGowan on the snbject 
and that official had recommended the 
appointment of the following physiciana 
as vaccinators for the public schools: 
Dr. Barker, N inth w ard; Dr. Steddom. 
First W ard; Dr. I. B. Ham ilton, Second 
ward; Dr. Ballard, Third and Eighth 
w ards; Dr. Beckett, Sixth and Seventh 
wards, and Dr. Bhaffaer, Fourth ward. 
Mr. Ellis said that at the tim e the 
m atter was brought up, there was daDger 
of an epidemic among the children, but 
as the scare had subsided and no fears 
existed at present, he m^ved th a t the 
m atter be laid on the table. 
Governor 
Gosper, however, suggested th at the 
m atter be referred to the Superintendent 
of Schools, the Finance Committee of the 
board and the H ealth 
Officer, with 
power to act, which motion prevailed. 
Mr. W haling was strongly opposed to 
this measure on the ground th at it was 
wholly unnecessary 
to expend 
any 
money for such a purpose at present. 
He therefore asked that the motion be 
am ended so that the special com m ittee 
be required to report to the board before 
incurring any expense in the m atter. I t 
was so ordered. 
A num ber of dem ands, aggregating 
$235.40, were approved as read, as were 
also the teachers’ and janitors’ salaries, 
amounting to about $14,500. 
Governor Gosper, of the 
Bnilding 
Committee, reported th at the Superin­ 
tendent of Buildings, Mr. Muchmore, 
had called upon the Council to furnish 
him with an assistant, as during hie 
daily visits to the echool buildings he 
waa obliged to leave his office, but as 
that body bad reluaeu to grant him that 
request the j jint committee of the Coun­ 
cil and board had recommended th at the 
board allow him $100 for two m onths for 
that purpose, as his presence was alm ost 
indispensable to the erection of the new 
school buildings, and th at much money 
would be saved by his superintend­ 
ence of the 
work 
now 
going 
on. 
Mr. W haling obj»cted to the appoint­ 
ment of an assistant to Mr. M uchmore, 
on the ground that the board bad no 
right to expend $100 of the school money 
for such a purpose. 
The architect in 
charge was now being paid 5 per cent to 
look after the contractors, Mr. Mnch- 
more was paid a regular salary by the 
city, and if they were nnable to attend to 
their duties, let them be discharged, and 
their places filled by more competent 
men. On the m atter being put to the 
vote, it was carried, Mr. W haling alone 
voting negatively. 
Mr. Ellis, of the Committee on Qualifi­ 
cations of Teachers, recommended that a 
third kindergarten school be established 
.it Chavez and Railroad streets, where a 
school was carried on formerly by a p ri­ 
vate association. There were already 
thirty or forty children there, and pro­ 
vided that the chapel in the vicinity can 
be hired for $15 per m onth, as formerly, 
the committee recommended that it be 
rented for the purpose. 
He further rec­ 
ommended that Miss Ella Clark be ap­ 
pointed aB teacher of that echool, as she 
had already had a good deal of experi­ 
ence with the association. The recom­ 
mendation was adopted. 
In compliance 
w ith the resolution 
passed at the last m eeting of the board, 
asking that a return be made of the in­ 
surance npon the public school buildings, 
the clerk read a lengthy report of the 
SAine, showing the amount th at each 
building and its furniture was insured 
for, the rate, and th$ company with 
which it is insured. It was adopted 
unanimously and ordered to be placed 
on file. 
The board then adjourned.

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THE COUNCIL MEETS. 


Several Members Laid Up 
With the Grippe. 


A SESSION IN THE AFTERNOON. 


Bids for the Public Money—Discus 
sion About Cement—Other Mis­ 
cellaneous Matters. 


Yesterday morning at 10 o’clock only 
four members of the Council answered 
to the call of the roll. They were: 
Frankenfield, 
Shafer, llamilton 
and 
Wirsching. It appeared on investigation 
that “la grippe” had been toying with 
most of the others, and that there was 
no prospect of getting a quorum. An 
adjournment was taken until 1:30 in the 
afternoon. 
At the opening of the afternoon ses­ 
sion only Fresident Frankenfield and 
Gouncilmen Shafer and Bonsall were 
present. Later on, Hamilton, McLean 
and Wirsching put in an appearance, 
making a quorum. After the reading of 
the minutes the Street Superintendent 
reported, asking for permission to es­ 
tablish connection between the Caatelar- 
street flush tank and the pipes of the 
Citizens’ Water Company. On motion 
it was granted. He also asked that he 
be allowed to buy six garbage carts, as 
would be required under the new ordi­ 
nance, and that he be allowed to Bell the 
old wagons. The matter was laid over 
for one week. 
The Street Superintendent reported 
that the track of the Pacific Railroad 
Company on Spring street was in very 
bad condition between First and Sev­ 
enth. He had notified the authorities 
of the road, but they had done nothing. 
It was referred to the City Attorney, 
with instructions to take action. Atten 
tion was called by the Street Superin­ 
tendent to the bad condition of the 
6econd-street abandoned track. Major 
Bonsall announced that he would be 
ready to report on that matter next week. 
The City Clerk offered the petition 
for the opening and widening of Wall 
street, together with protests to the 
same. The Council set next Monday at 
2 o’clock for the hearing of the protests. 
The question of the report of the Street 
Commission on the opening of Chicago 
street together with the reports against 
the same came up next. Captain Bar­ 
rett said that ex-Mayor Workman had 
promised to be present to speak on this 
matter. Several requests were entered 
that action be postponed, but Council­ 
man Wirsching moved that the protests 
be denied. This was carried and the 
report of the commission approved. 
The protest of Julius Lyons against the 
assessment for the grading of Waters 
street, was denied. 
The hearing of the protests against the 
widening of Ocean street, from Figueroa 
to Bush street, was next in order. Dr. 
Kurtz took the floor and explained that 
his property on Figneroa street had been 
assessed at only $10 a front foot and he 
was to receive $15 for a loss of a six- 
foot strip. 
Action was postponed for one week. 
The City Attorney presented his re­ 
port. He stated that he had informed 
the railroad companies that their bridges 
over the river must be removed and re­ 
placed by bridges built in accordance 
with the ordinance. He also presented 
the draft of two ordinances, one declar­ 
ing certain maps official, and the other 
regulatiog the payment of fees and fines 
collected by the city officials. 
Both 
were passed. 
The Health Officer reported favorably 
on the petition of J. A. Stuhr, asking 
that the present cow limits be extended 
on the east to San Pedro street, and the 
south to Laurel. It was referred to the 
City Attorney. 
The report of the Board of Public 
Works was read, and the recommenda­ 
tions were adopted, except that action on 
Buena Vista street was postponed for a 
week, and that the proposed widening of 
Flower street, against which Poindexter 
Dunn entered a very forcible verbal pro­ 
test, was indefinitely postponed. 
The report of the City Engineer waB 
read and the recommendations contained 
therein were adopted, as was also the 
ordinance of intention to pave Temple 
street with bituminous lime rock. 
A recess of five minutes was taken to 
examine the plans and specifications for 
the repairs of the levee along the river, 
After which they were adopted unani­ 
mously. 
Major Bonsall said while on the sub­ 
ject of specifications he wished to pre­ 
sent amended ones for cement sidewalks, 
curbings and copings. He recommended 
that no cement should be mixed except 
in the presence of an inspector. 
Mr. Shafer vigorously opposed Euch a 
measure and said that Colonel Morford’s 
boys could not be expected to be com 
petent judges of the mixing of cement, 
and it would require too many inspectors 
What they did want, however, was a 
competent man to inspect the work after 
it was finished; such a man could be ob­ 
tained for $100 per month, and he was 
very unwilling to put the city to so large 
an expense as Major Bonsail’s recom­ 
mendation called for. 
Major Bonsall replied that it was im­ 
poseí ole for a man to judge of the quality 
of cement work after it was finished. 
After a leDgthy discussion of the ques­ 
tion it wa3 finally shelved for a week on 
motion of Mr. Wirsching. 
On motion of Mr. Wirsching a number 
of resolutions relating to Mr. Embody 'a 
franchise and protesting 
against the 
gi anting of franchises to corporations for 
furnishing gas and water, were referred 
to the special committee on the Uri Em 
body franchise. 
The following bids for the use of the 
city’s moneys were opened, read and re 
ferred to the Finance Committee: 
City Bank, 
per cent, per annum. 
State Loan and Trust Co., 4 1-16 per 
cent, per annum. 
Farmers and Merchants Bank, 4 per 
cent, per annum. 
University Bank, 3 95 100 per cent, per 
annum. 
Los Angeles County Bank, 3% per 
cent, per annum. 
Security Savings Bank and Trust Co. 
3 49 100 per cent, per annum. 
The report of the Finance Committee 
was read and the recommendations con 
tained therein were adopted, including a 
number of demands, which were ap­ 
proved as read. 
A communication was received from 
the Board of Police Commissioners rec 
ommending the establishment of a po 
lice station in Boyle Heights at a cost of 
$10 per month. 
Mr. Wirsching ex­ 
plained that it was not a police station in 
the strictest senee of the word, but 
merely a place where the policemen in 
that district might be communicated 
with. The matter was referred to a spe­ 
cial committee on motion of Mr. Wirsch­ 
ing, and the Chairman appointed as 
snch committee Messrs. Winching, Mc­ 
Lain and Bonsall. 
A communication was received from 


the City Auditor recommending the 
transfer of $46.31 from the salsry fund to 
the general sewer fund, in order to 
balance the latter fund, which has been 
overdrawn to that amount. Referred to 
the Finance Committee. 
The report of the Joint Committee on 
School Buildings was presented and 
there being a question as to the legality 
of the bid for the Amelia-street school 
building, the matter wa9 referred to the 
8ctiool Board with power to act. 
A communication was received from 
the Board of Health regarding the hole 
on Flower street and recommending that 
the City Engineer be instructed to be 
careful in future not to obstruct water 
courses in grading streets. 
The report of the Zanja Committee wap 
read and approved. 
A communication was received from 
Hervey Lindley inviting the Council to 
attend the ceremony of laying the cor­ 
ner stone of the Reform School at Whit­ 
tier at 11 a. m. on the 29th instant, and 
the Clerk was instructed to accept the 
same and inform Mr. Lindley that the 
Council would attend in a body. 
Ordinances ordering parts of Edgeware 
road, Mozart street and Reservoir street 
graded were read and after the rules had 
been suspended 
were passed unani 
mously. 
An ordinance of intention to sewer 
Main street from Ninth to Washington 
street was read, but on motion of Major 
Bonsall action thereon was postponed 
for one week. 
Mr. Wirsching moved that the Health 
Officer or deputies be requested to pass 
upon and inspect all meat, fish, poultry, 
game, and other market stuff, and fulfill 
all the duties of a Meat Inspector, which 
motion was carried. 
He slso moved that a committee be 
appointed consisting of the City Engi­ 
neer, Superintendent of Streets 
and 
Board of Public Works, to devise plans 
and specifications for grading streets on 
a cheaper principle; also to suggest or 
formulate plana to encoorago tne pav­ 
ing of streets, as tke present system of 
iding is only one of repairs. There 
ing no second to this motion, no action 
was taken thereon. 
Mr. Wirsching 
further moved that the Haymarket be 
abandoned and that the City Coi ral be 
moved to some vacant city land, both of 
which motions were carried. 
Mr. Shafer moved that as there was a 
protest on file against the ordinance es­ 
tablishing the grade of Old Temple street 
the Clerk be instructed doc to advertise 
the same and stop all further proceed­ 
ings, which motión was carried. 
Major Bonsall thought that the matter 
ought to be allowed to take its course, 
and moved to reconsider. 
Mr. Schafer questioned Major Bon- 
sall’s power to move for a reconsidera­ 
tion, and stated that if the Council 
wanted to waste the city’s money by-ad­ 
vertising they could go ahead, but finally 
withdrew his motion altogether, and the 
matter was referred to the Board of Pub­ 
lic Works. 
The Clerk was instructed to advertise 
for bids for the use of the reservoir site 
on the Orange Slope tract, on motion of 
Mr. McLain. 
The Clerk wa9 also instructed to ad­ 
vertise for bids for furnishing and driv­ 
ing eight piles for the repairs on the 
levee between the Djwaey avenue and 
Kuhrts street bridges. 
The Secretary of the Union Construc­ 
tion Company requested permission to 
say a few words on the subject of cement 
sidewalks and curbing. This being ac­ 
corded, he spoke at some length on the 
matter, and stated that H. Schwannecke, 
the young man who had inspected the 
work on Fourth street, was incompetent 
to judge of cement aide walking, as he 
had never mixed a bucketful of cement 
in his life, and consequently knew noth­ 
ing whatever about the matter. 
Mr. Botiller, a cement contractor, also 
addressed the Council, and stated that 
the work was the beet he had ever seen 
for the money. 
Mr. Monitor followed, 
*nd stated emphatically that it was not 
done in accordance with the city specifi­ 
cations. The sand used in its construc­ 
tion was not at all the right kind for euch 
a purpose. W. H. Clark, the contractor 
who mixed the cement ia question, 
thought it was fully up to specifications. 
Oa motion of Mr. McLain the City 
Attorney was instructed to draft a con­ 
tract between the city and Mr. Donegan 
calling for the collecting and disposal of 
the garbage in accordance with his bid 
for the same. 
The Secretary of 
the Union Con­ 
struction 
Company 
made 
another 
statement in defense of his cement 
curb 
work, 
and 
he 
was 
fol­ 
lowed by Mr. Boswell, a contractor, who 
was very emphatic in his statement that 
the curb in question was fully up to 
specifications. The latter further 6tated 
that he had been informed that Colonel 
Morford had said that he would break 
his back. He was asked to produce his 
witnesses, but was unable to do so at 
that time. 
Colonel Morford, the Superintendent 
of Srreets, was called apon and stated 
that the curbing on Fourth street had 
been laid some six weeks, and be had 
deferred an examination until Sunday 
last, when in company with Inspector 
Schwanneke he visited the spot in quee 
tion. The latter had, at his request, car 
ried a small tack-hammer along, and 
with this frail weapon he had easily 
broken at least twenty holes in the 
cement work in as many diflerent places, 
and found It all of a very inferior quality. 
The Superintendent of Streets denied 
that any feeling existed between his office 
and that of the Union Construction Com­ 
pany, bat he stated that since the latter 
company had been compelled to tear up 
and relay six hundred feet of curbing on 
Second street be had lost confidence in 
their work, which he knew was not done 
in accoidance with the specifications. He 
produced a sample of the cement work 
which was taken from the curbing, show 
ing that it was loose and crumbling. 
Major Bonsall asked that action on the 
matter be deferred for one week; but 
President Frankenfield’s suggestion that 
the matter be referred to the Engineer’s 
department, with a request that it report 
thereon, was carried. 
A number of communications and pro­ 
tests were then read and referred to the 
appropriate committees: 
From W. H. Morton find others, citi­ 
zens and property owners residing near 
Compton, representing that the sewage 
from the city oí Los Angeles passes near 
their property and creates an unbearable 
stench that ia causing disease to fipiead

and protesting against such action. 
Frcm Martha O’Hara, requesting an 
investigation of the selling for taxes of a 
lot in the Orange Heights tract,wrongfully 
aeseseed to O. N. Flint and belonging 
to her. 
From the Union Construction Com 
D any, representing that Street Superin­ 
tendent Moilord had rejected the cemshr

T he Senate. 
W a s h in g to n , January 20.—Among the 
petitions presented and referred in the 
Senate, today, were the following from 
the American Federation of Labor: In 
favor of the Blair educational bill; in 
favor of service pensions to all sur­ 
viving soldiers of the late w ar; for the 
repeal of the limitation on arrears of 
pensions; for free coinage of silver; for 
a law to prohibit speculations in grain 
and other farm products. 
Among the bills reported from commit­ 
tees and placed on the calendar were the 
following: To provide for the admission 
of the State of Wyoming Into the U nion; 
to provide a temporary government for 
the Territory of Oklahoma. 
Pasco addressed the Senate on the 
paragraph in the President’s message 
regarding elections. 
He said an attempt 
was to be made to seize the electoral 
m achinery of the States. The power of 
the General 
Government over State 
elections had been sparingly exercised 
in the past. There had been no poetical 
campaign with a plank in tbe platform of 
either party, claiming the right to ex­ 
ercise control over 
elections in the 
States. The message of the President, 
he said, had contained no syllable in 
favor of free and honest elections, ex­ 
cept as to the suppression of the votes 
of the colored people at the South. 
There 
was 
no evidence 
before the 
country of any such suppression. He 
presented some 
election statistics of 
different sections, to prove that the silent 
voter is increasing, in every section of 
the country. 
Chandler said there was one citizen of 
Florida who might be termed a “ silent 
voter;” that man was John Burr, a col­ 
ored citizen of Madison county, Florida, 
who in October last, having been at 
Jacksonville as a witness concerning po­ 
litical outrages, was killed on his return 
to Madison county by the Democrats of 
th a t county on account of the testimony 
he had given. H e also reminded PaBco 
of other political m urders and outrages 
in Florida.

Pasco expressed the belief that the 
elections in Florida, ever since tbe mem­ 
orable one of 1876, were as fair, peaceful 
and quiet as in New England. 
It was 
not surprising that there were some 
irregularities 
there, 
because Senator 
Chandler had been one of the principal 
agents in the Florida election fraud in 
1876, and the demoralization resulting 
from that had not entirely disappeared. 
The allusion to his course in Florida

. 
Reform L a w . 
W a s h in g to n , January 20.— The House 
Committee on Reform in the Civil Ser­ 
vice met today to hear argument on the 
resolution introduced recently by Repre­ 
sentative Ewart to investigate the charges 
against the Civil Service Commission, 
and will introduce a bill by Representa­ 
tive Houck, of Tennessee, to repeal the 
Civil Service law and regulate and im­ 
prove, classify and properly apportion 
the officers and employees in the public 
service to the States and Territories. 
Mr. Ewart spoke briefly, reciting the 
charges which prompted his resolution. 
The charges in substance are that one 
Campbell, a brother-in-law of Commis­ 
sioner Lyman, gave prepared exam ina­ 
tion papers to a person in charge of an 
institution in Washington, which pre­ 
pared applicants for exam ination; that 
Lyman knowing about the facts, pro­ 
moted said Cam pbell; that the clerks 
were appointed without any examination 
whatever; that the law had been utterly 
disregarded in other particulars. 
Houck advocated his bill to repeal the 
law and improve the service by new 
methods of appointment. 
Frank Hatton, editor of the W ashing­ 
ton Post, said the charges had been pub­ 
lished because he believed them to he 
true and could be substantiated. 


ATCHISON AFFAIRS. 


P resident IHanvel’i Report to the 
Hoard of D irectors. 
B o s to n , January 20.— At the meeting 
of the Atchison directors today, Presi­ 
dent Manvel had his first meeting with 
the full hoard, and made a general re­ 
port on the condition of the system ’s prop­ 
erty. 
He found the condition of the 
road more than fair, but the Gulf road 
needed improvement, and 100 miles, 
from Paris to Dallas, would have to be 
built with steel rails in place of iron.

The 
snow lies on the ground three feet deep, 
and is piled in the cefiona. One rancher 
lost 4,000 sheep. The Nevada Central 
railroad has been fighting the snow for 
two weeks. It took eight days to get a 
train here and the road is having a seri­ 
ous tim e now. The town is cut off from 
outside communication, except by tele­ 
graph. 
Wood is scarce in the town, and 
two mines are shut down because of it. 
Ranchers feel despondent, as half of the 
stock will perish. 
Several old houses 
have caved in from the weight of the 
snow.

I t ia a great thing for any city to have 
a landmark, and if the charms of asso­ 
ciation are added to this distinction the 
boon ia all the greater. Flat cities, like 
Chicago and St. 
Lonia, would 
give 
millions to have each an historical land­ 
m ark as the people of Loa Angeles have 
in Fort Hill. Tne scenic attractions of 
this nniqne spot are of themselves con­ 
siderable, its historical associations are 
of a specially dignified character, while 
it is the vantage point from which the 
most enperb views obtainable anywhere 
In Los Angeles or elsewhere are unfolded 
to onr own people and to the stranger 
within oar gates. From this command­ 
ing point a panorama of valley and 
mountain beauty, surpassed nowhere 
else on earth, unfolds itself to the appre­ 
ciative vision of traveled people. The 
prospect which discloses itself from that 
eminence embraces mountain ranges of 
the first dignity, rising from the ten 
thousand feet of “Old Baldv,” in the near 
perspective, to the superb heights of ‘‘Old 
Grayback,” which loom up in the dis­ 
tance at an altitude of over thirteen 
thousand feet. 
W ithin these ranges are 
the clearly defined Cajon and Ssa Gor 
gonio passes—the really most significant 
breaks in the mountain chains of the 
Pacific Coast. 
Naturally Fort Hill, with such advan 
tages, has been graced by the erection of 
m any noble and costly villas. Their 


o w n e r s w e n t into the work of develop­ 
m e n t in th e fall conviction that they 
were yielding to their own esthetic in 
stincts at the same time that they were 
reinforcing the attractions of the city. 
Given Buch a physical configuration as 
th at of Los Angeles, and the terrace pian 
on the hills is that which is suggested 
both by the artistic and the common 
sense view of the m atter. If we have 
gone too far to adm it of terracing Fort 
H ill, we should at least aim to preserve 
the artistic element as far as it has been 
left to us. 
We should sternly repel 
all efforts 
at vandalism which are

ism of American City Engineers. In 
this connection we are not reflecting 
upon the enginears personally bat on 
the system . 
The attem pt to m ake a deep cut 
through the historic Fort Hill, in order 
to facilitate a connection with Buena 
Vista street, is entirely the greatest en­ 
gineering outrage ever suggested in Los 
Angeles. It would wipe out in the most 
brutal and iconoclastic m anner, the only 
historical landmark about the City of the 
Angels. 
It would cruelly wrong the 
appreciative and public spirited citizens 
who have improved that locality in such 
a notable m anner; and it would be, to a 
notable degree, a disgraceful political 
job. 
Mayor Hazard has advised that 
the hill should be tunneled and not 
vandalized. A tunnel is the only propo­ 
sition that should be entertained for a 
moment. The home of Mrs. Banning 
has been already practically ruined by a 
cut which is a part of the absurd right­ 
angled madness which is in no degree 
adapted to th at portion of the city. It is 
now proposed to destroy the beautiful 
Wills homestead.

W in d o m is trying to stave off the 
popular demand to remonetize silver by 
a measure which will please nobody.

purpose cf buying silver bullion at its 
market value, and issuing either certifi­ 
cates or silver notes to the extent of the 
market value for the am ount deposited.

We m ust insist on placing 
the two precious m etals on the same 
plane, as far as regards the Governm ent, 
and returning to the double standard. 
The Wall street gold bugs have had their 
own way long enough. 
Now let the 
mass of the people have a say upon 
the subject ot free coinage. 


I t is really becoming alarm ing the 
way in which people are struck dead in 
th e streetB from contact with discon­ 
nected electric wires. 
Not only the 
wires themselvee, surcharged with the 
deadly fluid, are dangerous to life by 
contact, but we see that any animal that 
has been struck down by running agains' 
a wire, if touched by a person produces 
the most disastrous consequences. Take 
the case of Thomas Dawcon yesterday in 
Newburg, New York. 
He ran to help 
the horse, which had fallen into a gut­ 
ter after the wire had touched it, and “ no 
sooner,” as the dispatch 
says, “ did 
he place his hands on the animal than 
he himBelf keeled over, dead.” Such 
things become really alarmingly grave. 
They seem to have occurred with great 
frequency recently, and the question is 
being forced upon all cities, for reasons 
of the very first moment, what shall be 
done with the exposed wires to insure 
the safety of life ? They are laying them 
underground now in New York City. 
The electric companies fought the change 
w ith great pertinacity, but at last had to 
succumb. 
This will be insisted upon by 
all cities. 
Life cannot be exposed to 
jeopardy in this m anner, especially as 
there is a way of preventing it without 
destroying the efficiency of the electric 
service. 


L a G r ip p e is a downright, outright 
existing nuisance in this city today. 
Scores of our people are prostrated with 
it, although it has assumed nothing like 
the virulence which has characterized 
its ravages in the rigorouB climate of the 
East. The num ber of distinguished per­ 
sons who have been carried off by the 
pest in the cities beyond the Rockies is 
positively appalling. Thus far no death 
has been reported from it in Los An­ 
geles, and its secondary stage of pneu­ 
monia is infrequent here. 
In 8an Fran­ 
cisco it is quite prevalent, and the death 
rate there last week had attained un­ 
usual proportions. No alarm is felt in 
medical circles as to its doing any seri­ 
ous damage in Los Angeles, as it is quite 
easily controlled in this climate.

Mr. Foraker 8hown Up in a 
Bad Light. 


THE BALLOT-BOX 
CONSPIRACY. 


F urther T estim ony R egard in g the 
B uckeye C hieftain's Connection 
W ith the Plot.

W a s h in g t o n , January 20.—W hen the 
special House committee investigating 
the ballot-box forgery m et this morning, 
Mayor Mosby, of Cincinnati, was placed 
upon the stand. 
H e testified to receiv 
ing letters from various persons recom­ 
mending Wood for the position of Smoke 
Inspector. 
One of the letters was from 
Governor Foraker, who stated that he 
had promised to endorse Wood’s applica­ 
tion if he promised him (Foraker) cer­ 
tain political inform ation abont prom 
inent men. 


WITNBSS WALTERS RECALLED. 
W alters, who testified Saturday regard­ 
ing Wood, was recalled today, and said 
after 
his first visit to 
Washington 
he got several letters from Wood about a 
patent cannon in which Governor Cam p­ 
bell was supposed to be interested, and 
his Congressional record. 
W itness ob­ 
tained copies of all of Campbell’s bills 
and the gun patent. The latter had been 
issued to one Hughes, and a three-quar­ 
ters interest assigned to B. E . Campoell, 
of Ham ilton, Ohio. 
Wood came back to 
W ashington and told witness that two 
or three times he had seen McLean. 
One 8unday morning Wood 
brought 
some Cincinnati papers, and after look­ 
ing at them seemed much excited. 
He 
damned Tom Campbell, and said; “ The 
old snorting horse has made a damned 
fool of himself.” 
Witness understood 
him to refer to Halstead. 
Witness saw 
the retraction published. 
Wood wrote a 
letter to Tom Campbell saying he was 
“a dam n sknnk,” and he could put him 
in State’s prison. 


WOOD AGAIN TESTIFIES. 
Wood was recalled and asked by the 
Chairm an when it first'occurred to him 
to put the name of Jam es E , Campbell 
to the paper. 
Wood said Furaker had 
said to him th at he understood three 
fellows were making a strong syndicate 
to push the Ballot Box bill, and that 
John R. McLean wae at the head of it. 
Foraker took Campbell’s bill out of his 
pocket and asked about its progress; he 
said he understood Campbell, Butter- 
worth, McKinley and others were inter­ 
ested. 
Turner asked 
why Wood had the 
names of Democrats put on. 
W itness said he cared nothing abont 
their names. 
H e wanted to make up a 
syndicate of about twenty nam es; he 
wanted a good many Ohio m en; he 
wanted to make it non-partisan, and fix 
it so it could not be used for publication. 
Turner asked who suggested the names, 
and witness replied Foraker had said 
those Ohio men were in the syndicate. 
Foraker wanted him to get some New 
Jersey and Michigan names.

ness had based his statem ent to Gov­ 
ernor Foraker upon the signatures exhib­ 
ited by T. O. Campbell, and Wood’s 
explanation that the paper was an agree­ 
ment, part of a contract the men had 
signed, and that they were to get stock 
for pushing the bill.

S a c r a m e n t o , January 2 0 .— The block­ 
ade on the Central Pacific railroad in 
the Sierra Nevadas has not been raised, 
although there are thirteen hundred men 
shoveling snow on the Sacramento di­ 
vision from Colfax to Truckee. 
Upon 
the Shasta division of the California and 
Oregon line, six hundred men are sim i­ 
larly employed. On the latter division 
two snow-plows of tho old pattern are 
doing effective work. 
The local train 
between Sacramento and Colfax is run­ 
ning; also the accommodation train be­ 
tween Redding and San Francisco. 
The 
railroad yard at Colfax this morning was 
covered with snow to a depth of two 
feet. The snow plow which was block­ 
aded at Shady Run. was today ex­ 
tracted 
by 
shovelers, 
and 
set 
to 
work 
clearing 
the 
track. 
The new rotary plow has succeeded 
in opening the road from Em igrant Gap 
to Blue Cañón. 
It will now attem pt to 
clear the road to where the passenger 
train is detained, and enable it to reach 
Blue Cañón. Word was received at the 
railroad office here tonight that a heavy 
snow is falling at Truckee. This after­ 
noon the company bronght a num ber of 
delayed passengers from Colfax and dis­ 
patched them east by the southern route. 
Two westbound paaeeBger trains are at 
Truckee, and a large num ner of west­ 
bound passengers are held at Reno, 
Nevada. 
A large quantity of provisions 
was sent to the snowbound trains to­ 
night.

AN ATTACK ON THE GOVERNMENT. 


Alleged Infractions by the English 
on the R ights of French 
Fisherm en.

P a r is , January 20.—In the Chamber 
of Deputies today, Flournes raised a 
breeze by questioning the Government 
in regard to the right of French fisher 
men in Newfoundland, which he claimed 
had been violated grossly by the Eng 
lish. 
Spuller, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
explained that a complication had been 
caused by the Newfoundland Parliament 
claiming that a distinction should be 
made between cod as fish and lobsters as 
Crustacea, but this distinction was not 
admissable. France had an unrestricted 
right to use that part of the coast occu­ 
pied by her, in drying or otherwise pre­ 
paring 
whatever 
living thiDg could 
be caught in 
waters where French 
fishermen 
had a right to ply their 
industry. The Chamber could rely on 
the vigilance of the Government. 
Flournes 
protested again that the 
rights of the fishermen had been vio 
lated, and that the Government did not 
protect them with proper energy. “ We 
are obliged,” he said, “ to apply to Eng-, 
land to make our rights respected. It is 
for us to enforce respect. This íb not a 
question for negotiation, but for police 
measures. 
As England will not take 
steps to change the conditions, merely 
because they are prejudicial to French 
fishermen, it is for us to protect our own 
men and interests.” 
Lachambre also asked whether the 
fishermen were to receive protection 
from the naval division. 
Admiral Krantz, Minister of Marine, 
said a naval commander could not in­ 
terpret treaties. 
He could execute his 
instructions, but it is neceseary first that 
others should agree upon those instruct­ 
ions. 
Frephel and 
Caosagnac introduced 
motions favoring a vigorous assertion of 
French rights. 
Later a great uproar was created when 
M. Jofferin rose to speak on the same 
measure. 
It was a demonstration of 
hostility apparently planned by 
the 
Boulangists. Jofferin was seated ia the 
place of Boulangsr when the letter’s 
election was annulled. 
Daroulede, Boulanger’s lieutenant, be­ 
came eventually the leader of the dem­ 
onstration, and the President of the 
Chamber publicly censured him, and 
called upon him to withdraw. 
He re­ 
fused to obey, and the sitting was sus­ 
pended. Soldiers then forcibly removed 
Deronlede from the Chamber. 
Jofferin attempted to resume his re­ 
marks, but the Boulangists and Reaction­ 
ists renewed tbeir protests. 
Milledou (Boulangist) violently de­ 
nounced Jofferin’s 
admission to 
the 
Chamber. 
Milledou was commanded to 
withdraw, but refused. 
The sitting was 
again suspended for half an hour. 
Upon its resumption Laguerre (Bou­ 
langist) declined to permit Jcfferin to 
speak. 
He met the fate of Milledou, 
and there was a third suspension of the 
session. Finally the Boulangists all lnft 
the Chamber in a body, and Jcfferin 
then proceeded.

The order from the Common Council 
to the railway companies th at they m ast 
take away their present bridges over the 
river and replace them by structures 
built in accordance with the ordinances 
does not appear to trouble the authorities 
of the roads very much. 
“ We have looked the ordinances over 
very c a r e f u lly s a id General Manager 
Wade, of the Santa Fe, yesterday, “ and 
we do not find that there is any violation 
in the present form of the structures. 
There is no provision with regard to the 
height above the river bed. 
The track, 
after leaving the bridge, comes round in 
a curve under the Buena Vipta-etreet 
bridge approaches.
